W
Boclalists have not the least objection
to people golng hungry If they are toy
Indolent to earn a living by usefy
labor. In fact we think It quite appro.
priate that they should. But deliberate
idleness is one thing and enforced yp-
employment is another.

portunities for self-support would at gl
times be open to all”

“The same writer,” continued Mr,
Stokes, “proceeds to say that the basic
principle of woclallsm {# the coopers-
tive commonwealth, where all woul)
be on a dead level and have thelr
living allowance doled out to them,
The oracle surely has another guess
coming as to the nature of the co-
operative commonwealth that the
Soclallsts are wseeking. In It there
would be no dead level of anything
except equality of opportunity.

ing will go hungry as long as they ke, s
to all under aoc?n]iam having their ‘liv.
ing allowance doled out to them' (ly
idea is fantastic.
